Two Kinds of Fear 


Is fear a good thing? It depends on 
what kind it is. Solomon said, “Happy 
is the man that feareth alway: but he 
that hardeneth his heart shall fall into 
mischief”. (Prov. 28:14). Both he and 
David said, “The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom” (Psa. 111: 10; Prov. 
9:10). Noticing the recklessness of sin- 
ners, David soliloquized, “The transgres- 
sion of the wicked saith within my heart, 
that there is no fear of God before his 
eyes” (Psa, 36:1). But there are many 
Bible passages telling us not to fear. 
Therefore it is clear that there is a right 
and a wrong fear. The two are set forth 


in a verse that is sometimes overlooked. 
Just after giving the Ten Command- 
ments, “Moses said unto the people, Fear 
not: for God is come to prove you, and 
that his fear may be before your faces, 
that ye sin not” (Exod. 20:20). The 
Segond translation in French here 
uses two different words: effrayer, 
meaning “to frighten, startle, scare, dis- 
may,” and crainte from the verb 
craindre, “to fear, dread, apprehend, 
stand in dread of.” The first may be 
cowardly, childish, unreasoning, wild, 
and futile. The second is reasonable, 
dignified, based on knowledge, and leads 
to right action. Matthew Henry’s com- 
ment on Moses’ command is, as usual, 
very satisfying: “We must not fear with 
amazement — with that fear which has 
torment, which only works upon the 
fancy for the present, which sets us a 
trembling, which genders to bondage, 
which betrays us to Satan, and alienates 
us from God; but we must always have

in our minds a reverence of’ God's 
majesty, a dread of His displeasure, and 
an obedient regard to His sovereign 
authority over us; this fear will quicken 
us to our duty, and make us circumspect 
in our walking; thus, ‘stand in awe, and 
sin not’ (Psa. 4:4).” As we grow in the 
knowledge of God, of His power and 
His love, our reverence for Him in- 
creases, but our fear of men and things 
becomes less. “The fear of man bringeth 
a snare: but whoso putteth his trust in the 
Lord shall be safe” (Prov. 29:25). Christ 
said to’ His disciples, “Be not afraid of 
them that kill the body ... but... 
Fear him, which after he hath killed 
hath power to cast into hell” (Luke 12: 
4,5). The “Fear nots” of Scripture’ are 
for those who have come to God through 
Christ, and have learned to love and 
trust Him. It is they who “may boldly 
say, The Lord is my helper, and I will 
not fear what man shall do unto me” 
(Heb, 13:6).

Eventually the ancient idol worship 
against which Hosea protested was aban- 
doned by Israel. But other and subtler 
forms of idolatry took its place, and 
when Christ came the nation rejected 
Him. But this last chapter of Hosea 
looks on to a day when Israel will ac- 
cept the One they once rejected, and every 
form of idolatry will be renounced. 
Meanwhile, what at last will happen to 
Israel is now taking place within the 
Christian Church. Since the days when 
the Gospel first was preached, hearts’ 
have been brought under its power by the 
Holy Spirit, and men have turned from 
their idols to servé the living and true 
God and to wait for His Son from 
Heaven. 

And there is need for men to turn 
from their idols, for many are the idols 
men cherish, and great is the dishonor 
they do to the Lord and the damage they 
do to the soul. Idolatry is-giving the 
love and devotion due to God alone to 
someone or something other than God. 
It is giving first place in the heart.to 
that which is less than God. 

How cheap and tawdry are the idols 
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of many! The dance, the show, ‘the race 
track, the shoddy novel, cheap and often 
degrading entertainment —such are the 
gods of many people’s idolatry. How 
many, too, worship wealth. When men 
live,'solely to acquire more and more 
money, they are guilty of that covet- 
ousness that is idolatry. Prominent as 
forms of idolatry in our day of sensual- 
ity is the old worship of Venus, the goddess 
of love in the modern cult of the body 
and absorption with sex. With this go 
the Bacchanalian revels of the modern 
worshipers of the god of wine. With 
others it is social position, and with still 
others it is power to which they bend 
all their energies and for which they live. 


Still others have gods of better -worth 
as they take things good and right in 
their own place and put them in the 
place that God should have. - Thus do 
some make gods of music or other forms 
of art, while science captures the affec- 
tions of yet others. 

Some years ago, in Britain, a man of 
seventy-four professed faith in Christ 
and. asked to be received into the church. 
In giving his testimony, he said, “I see 
now I have been concerned with matters 
that are not vital to an old man with 
not long to live.” Behind that confes- 
sion lay a long drama of spiritual con- 
flict with a subtle form of idolatry that 
had kept him from God. He had been 
a Master of Science. His interests were 
purely scientific. Early in life a min- 
ister had urged him to commit himself 
to Christ and put his talents into the 
ministry of the Gospel. But, no, he had 
too many doubts. He became a scientist, 
and.a child of the age of rationalism. He 
could see nothing imperative about 
Christianity, and he made science his 
god. So great was his devotion to his 
idol, that in time his health broke down, 
and then came years of enforced rest, 
and he was never able to resume his 
work. In that time of enforced idleness, 
God’s voice at last was’ heard, and at 
the age of seventy-four the man sud- 
denly surprised all who knew him by 
announcing his faith in Christ and ask- 
ing to be received into the church. His 
conversion made a profound impression, 
and in the three following Sundays 
there were twenty-one who accepted 
Christ in that church, seven of them peo- 
ple over fifty. That was glorious, but 
how.much more glorious it might have 
been had his idolatry been cured early 
in life, and his active years spent with 
Christ rather than science in the first 
place.- He could still have: been a man 
of science, as some other notable Chris- 
tians have been, yet, not making an idol 
of his science, might have been potent 
in leading many of his students from 
creation to the Creator, from their sci- 
ence to their Saviour. 

Sometimes the good is the enemy of 
the best, and we make our idols not of 
things tawdry or debasing, but of things 
rightful and in themselves fine and good. 
But nothing is fine or good enough to 
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take the place that God should have. 
And if we are letting anything, ignoble 
or noble, crowd out God and His Son, we 
are idolaters. 

How then do idols lose their charm? 
How are men brought to renounce their 
idolatry? Sometimes through disap- 
pointment. 

I tried the broken cisterns, Lord, 
But, Ah! the waters failed. 
E’en as I stopped to drink they fied, 
And mocked me as I wailed. 
That is the cry of the one who has found 
his idol a disappointment. And be sure 
that whatever idol anyone allows to 
usurp God’s place is certain to falsify 
our hopes and leave the soul unsatis- 
fied at last. Augustine tried the broken 
cisterns in his youth, as many another 
young man has done. He made idols of 
sensuality, of the drama, and of culture, 
and all left him unsatisfied. At last he 
learned to say, “Thou madest us for Thy- 
self, and our heart is restless, until it 
repose in Thee” (E, B. Pusey’s transla- 





tion). 
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Idol worship always brings dis- 
appointment and loss at last. Men al- 
ways learn in the end that the god of 
their idolatry is a poor sham. Blessed 
is the man who by that disappointment 
is turned to the living God. 

Chastisement is another way by which 
men may be turned to the Lord from 
idols. God tolerates no rivals. He at- 
taches penalties to our unfaithfulness. 
Hence, often, distress and misery come 
upon men who put some idol in God’s 
place. By bitter experience they learn 
that the way of the transgressor is hard. 
Many are led out from their idolatries 
only by the pains of divine chastise- 
ment, and it is a blessed thing when the 
stripes laid upon us bring us the wisdom 
that seeks the Lord. 

The misery and suffering in Europe 
today have done that for some. There 
are places in Europe today, we are told, 
where people will gather in large out- 
door audiences early in the morning to

The Christian and Prohibition 


The article in the January first issue 
by Howard M. Lehn is one I have just 
read. It is titled, “The Christian and 
Public Officials.” This has prompted 
me to write to you about a matter of 
some concern to me, for I have hesi- 
tated to speak to a Christian in a mat- 
ter which pertains to politics and pub- 
lic office. 

An evangelist and preacher in a 
small town is devoting much of his 
activity to the cause of the Prohibition 
Party. In the last election he ran for 
a state office on the Prohibition ticket. 
To me, this seems to be the result of 
Satan’s planning. It is taking this 
man’s time away from his evangelistic 
effort at’which he is. quite successful. 
Had he been elected, I question 
whether he would have had time any 
more for his evangelistic preaching in 
‘this area. 

To me, the cause of the Prohibition 
Party represents. a misplaced effort on 
the part of Christians. If.they were 
elected, they would probably attempt 
to achieve by law that which they 
should be accomplishing through the 
heart and by religious instruction. 
The Law was unsuccessful when all 
the people said, “All that the Lord 
hath spoken, we will do” (Exod. 19: 
8). at could be expected of man- 
made law, which is forced on people? 

In my opinion, the same effort would 

be better expended by instructing 

Christians that their body is the tem- 

le of the Holy Spirit and should be 

Kept clean for Him—An Indiana 

reader. 

Is it pleasanter and safer to live in a 
town where the sale of liquor is forbid- 
den, or in one where there are taprooms, 
taverns, and liquor stores? Does the 
Christian feel more at home in a hotel 
or restaurant where liquor is served, or 
in one where it is not served? Would 
Christian parents rather have their 


daughters go out with young men who 


don’t drink or those who do? When a 
driver sees cars coming toward him 
on a highway, is it a matter of indiffer- 
ence to him whether the other drivers 
have been drinking or not? The answers 
to these questions are obvious, and a 
little further thought should remind us 
of the debt of gratitude we owe those 
who have fought the immense wicked- 
ness of the liquor traffic. 

Probably no intelligent Christian be- 
lieves that men’s hearts can be changed 
by law, and that the desire for liquor 
can be taken away by prohibition. But 
there are many who are glad to give 
some time, thought, and money to the 
cause of Prohibition, just as men in a 
frontier settlement would band together 
to clean out a den of rattlesnakes or 
kill a pack of wolves. Some outstand- 
ing Christians have felt called to devote 
a great deal of their time to fighting 
the liquor evil, having in mind the un- 
told sorrow and suffering it brings upon 
multitudes of innocent victims. Frances 
Willard, leader for many years of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
was a devout, praying woman; and Er- 
nest Gordon, one of the Tres valued 
writers, has given years of study and 
effort to Prohibition. It is significant 
that at the Keswick Colony of Mercy 
(Keswick Grove, N. J.), where slaves to 
drink go to be delivered by the saving 
power of the Gospel, there was always 
plenty of room during Prohibition days, 
while since then it has been full most 
of the time. 

Dr. Addison C. Raws, superintendent 
of the Keswick Colony of Mercy, has 
just sent the following statement: 

It is amazing how effective propa-

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XVI. Jerusalem—”’A Burdensome Stone” 


Some reasons why “all nations” will be 
drawn to a siege of the city 


declares that in the final days of 

this age, the Lord “will make Jeru- 
salem a cup of reeling unto all the peo- 
ples round about . . . a burdensome 
stone for all the peoples” (12:2, 3). Da- 
vid Baron, in his truly precious volume 
on Zechariah (3rd ed., London, 1919, p. 
426), reminds us that “the cup of reeling, 
or giddiness, is frequently used in Scrip- 
ture as a symbol of the judgment of God 
which brings man into a condition of 
helplessness and misery like unto that 
of the staggering, intoxicated man who 
is unable to stand, or walk.” The idea 
that Jerusalem will also prove “a bur- 
densome stone,” undoubtedly referring 
to building operations, clearly implies 
that “in vain should all the nations round 
about seek to fit the stone of Jerusalem 
into any of the political structures which 
they might seek to erect. All their ef- 
forts to raise that burdensome stone 
would prove injurious to themselves.” 
So declared the leawned Dr. Charles H. 
H. Wright, of Trinity College, Dublin, 
in 1878; and how true, for seventy years 
later, for example, the great British Em- 
pire has experienced what this very 
phrase means (see his “Zechariah and 
His Prophecies,” Bampton Lectures for 
1878; 2nd ed., London, 1879, p. 364). 


The City of Sieges 

Jerusalem —though its name means 
“City of Peace” (Heb. 7:2), though it is 
for the peace of this city that the people 
of God are to pray (Psa. 122:6),; and 
though ultimately it is “in this place” 
that the Lord will “give peace” (Hag. 
2:9) — yet in its both noble and shameful 
centuries of history, has already suffered 
twenty-eight sieges, and it must endure 
at least two more, and possibly three. 

In Zechariah’s final chapter we read 
of a spoiling of this city which can refer 
only to a yet future attack. “I will 
gather all nations against Jerusalem to 
battle; and the city shall be taken, and 
the houses rifled, and the women rav- 
ished; and half of the city shall go forth 
into captivity” (14:2; see also Joel 3:9- 
12). There can be little doubt that this 
is the siege of Jerusalem to which our 
Lord refers in the Olivet Discourse 
(Luke 21:20-22). Kimchi, the famous 
Jewish commentator of the early part of 
the thirteenth century, rightly under- 
stood the meaning of Zechariah’s proph- 
ecy when he wrote of this siege: “The 
Sense of the whole passage is, that when 
Gog and Magog come up against Jeru- 
salem after the redemption, they will 
§0 up by the land of Judah, for the de- 
sire of their faces will be to come against 
Jerusalem first; and they will not be

anxious first to subdue the whole land 
of Israel, for they will think, when we 
have subdued Jerusalem, the whole 
land will fall before us. But they will 
go up to Jerusalem by the way of the 
land of Judah, which is their natural 
route, and they will take with them the 
children of Judah, . . . and so Jonathan 
has interpreted.” 

Why will Jerusalem draw “all nations” 
to such a siege? Some reasons are to- 
day clearly evident which could not 
have even been guessed at a century 
ago. Near by are the enormously yalu- 
able chemical deposits of the Dead Sea. 
Not very far away are fabulous oil re- 
serves, the priceless contents of which 
are even now being pumped across the 
sands to the harbor of Haifa. Here the 
Jews will concentrate in greatest num- 
bers and most passionate devotion. But 
here, too, for nearly nine hundred years, 
has the fanatical Moslem claimed the 
Temple area as his exclusive possession. 
Among other things, a world-wide anti- 
Semitism will drive straight for Jerusa- 
lem. Here will the conflicting demands 
of Moslem and Judaism clash most 


fiercely. This city the world power must, 


possess, if it is to have control of its 
near-by deeply buried oil or waiting- 
to-be extracted chemicals, both to be 
used for the carrying on of more war. 
But there is another strong current 
flowing in our day which will carry the 
nations of the earth to the ga‘es of the 
yet-to-be Holy City, and that is the 
growing conviction among leaders of 
widely different groups that here, at Je- 
rusalem, should the nations of the earth 
plan for a world capital. What Europe 
tried desperately to establish at Jeru- 
salem during the twelfth century, a 
Latin kingdqm and the possession of the

Holy Sepulcher, all the great nations of 
the earth are now moving to establish, 
and when it dces become a world capi- ‘ 
tal, Christ’s final and greatest enemy 
will be ruling in an international dicta- 
torship — until his foretold hour of doom 
strikes on the clock of prophecy. 

In a volume published in London in 
1916, “Janus and Vesta,” by an English 
writer, B. Branford, it was suggested 
that the universities of the world should 
be federated, and directing all of them 
should be a world university. (The 
latter part of this suggestion is now 
being proposed by a number of educa- 
tional leaders in different parts of the 
world.) And this university, it was pro- 
posed, should be at Jerusalem ! The same 
idea was taken up and elaborated upon 
by Dr. -Norman Bentwich, Weizmann 
Professor of the International Law o* 
Peace at the Hebrew University of Jeru- 
salem, in 1932, when this chair was in- 
augurated. “If then,” says this outstand- 
ing figure of modern Judaism, “we lift 
up our eyes to the hills and seek the 
vision without which the people perish, 
we may be inspired with the hope that 
in our generation Jerusalem may begin 
to fulfill again her destiny of guiding 
humanity to peace both as a center of 
science and the humanities. And we 
may utter with a fresh conviction the 
words of our Jerusalem pact: ‘Pray for 
the peace of Jerusalem: they shall pros- 
per that love thee. Let there be peace 
within thy border and tranquillity in the 
palaces.’” The last chapter of this same 
volume is entitled, “A League of Re- 
ligions” — which, if ever achieved, would 
prove an ideal prelude to the world- 
religion which Antichrist will establish. 
(Norman Bentwich, “The Religious 
Foundations of Internationalism,” Lon- 
don, 1933, pp. 35, 36, etc.) 


Growing Emphasis on Jerusalem 


Among others who in our day have sug- 
gested Jerusalem as a center for inter- 
national activity is Dr. Vida D. Scudder, 
for thirty-five years the brilliant profes- 
sor of English Literature at Wellesley 
College, who wrote a remarkable letter 
to the Christian Century (issue of Jan. 


. 17, 1945), the title of which will suggest 


its argument — “Jerusalem Not Geneva.” 

And now, the powerful Roman Catho- 
lic Church joins this growing chorus, 
in the latest encyclical letter of Pope 
Pius XII, entitled, “In Multiplicibus,” 
from the first two Latin words of the 
original text, which in English begins, 
“Amidst the many worries which beset 
us in these days, so fraught with con- 
sequences decisive for the life of man- 
kind, . . .”. Toward the conclusion of 
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the encyclical, the Pope pleads that the 
nations of the earth “give an interna- 
tional character to Jerusalem and its 
vicinity” (New York Times, Oct. 24, 
1948). 

Even the maps now: appearing in our 
more important news weeklies and news- 
papers emphasize the centrality and 
fast-growing international importance of 
Palestine, which always must involve 
Jerusalem... The two before me as I 
write could be multiplied greatly. In 
the New York Times for February 22, 
1948, is a map carrying the legend, “As 
the Palestine Problem Goes Before the 
Security Council,” a map embracing the 
Balkans, Turkey, Iran, Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia, Egypt, the Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan, and a part of the Soviet Union, 
Jerusalem is in the exact center. In the 
one appearing November 14, 1948, “Why 
the West Turns Its Interest to Near East 
and Far East,” Palestine is in the cen- 
ter of an area extending from Spain to 
India: and what an enormous mass of 
shaded areas on this map are marked 
“Soviet Union,” which means Anti-God 
and Anti-Christ! If we go back only to 
1910, we can begin to realize how vast 
has been the change, the sudden erup- 
tion of this tiny land into intérnational 
importance—for less than forty years 
ago Palestine was only a place for tour- 
ists and pilgrims, and an interesting 
area for archaeological research. 

A letter to a friend of mine, from the 
State of Israel’s Mission to the United 
States, concludes with these words, “We 
are hoping that the world will recognize 
not only our ancient right to this Holy 
City but also our modern claim to com- 
plete autonomy.” The United Nations 
has decided that the City of Jerusalem 
should be put under international rule 
(an ominous phrase); but Freda Kirch- 
wey has recently written (Nation, Dec. 
25, 1948, p. 719): “The feeling of the 
people towards such an arrangement 
will be one of bitter irritation. To them 
[the Jews] Jerusalem is more than an 
ancient capital and symbol of Judaism; 
it is the city they fought for, and held 
under fire, through many weeks of hun- 
ger and thirst and intense self-disci- 
pline.” 

In the New York Times index for 1946, 
the number of lines (approximately 
4,200) given to Palestine exceeds the total 
numbers of lines given (in the same 
volume) to Egypt, Iraq, Spain, Syria, 
Turkey, and Iran combined. World his- 


tory is preparing Jerusalem for her _ 


tragic part in the events to occur at the 
end of this age. 

Thus the city which medieval cartog- 
raphers placed in the center of the 
known world, is now truly becoming in 
many ways the center of the whole 
world, and is alone being discussed as 
the capital of internationalism; 

During the final seven years of this 
age an event will occur in Jerusalem to 
which an entire chapter of the Book of 
the Revelation, the eleventh, is devoted 
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— the testimony of two witnesses of the 
Lord, for a period of three and one-half 
years, when they are slain by “the beast 
that cometh up out of the abyss.” Among 
other things, note that Jerusalem is now 
so degraded that it is described as “spir- 
itually .. . Sodom and Egypt.” It is just 
at this time that John was given a reed, 
and a command to “meaure the temple 
of God.” When they have been slain 
and “their dead bodies lie in the street 
of the great city,” we read (carefully 
consider these words), “from among the 
peoples and tribes and tongues and 
nations do men look upon their dead 
bodies . . . and they that dwell on the 
earth rejoice over them, and make 
merry.” Govett, in his profound work 
on the Apocalypse, after observing that 
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the Beast’s “undisputed authority begins 
only with the day of the slaying” of the 
two witnesses, makes a statement I must 
quote here: “ ‘How,’ it is asked, ‘is it 
conceivable that men all over the earth 
should be rejoicing at the news, when 
only three days and a half intervene, be- 
tween their death and resurrection?’ . 
Is it not perfectly conceivable, if the 
electric telegraph shall then have ex- 
tended itself at the rate it has done of 
late years?” What Govett in 1864 dimly 
saw, we more clearly understand in this 
day of television! Now we begin to 
understand more accurately the terrible 
significance of Isaiah’s speaking of “the 
multitude of all the nations .. . that 
fight against mount Zion” (29:8).

NE Master, one message, one mis- 

sion —this motivates the ministry 
of the Montrose School for Girls, Essex 
Fells, N. J., where faculty and staff are 
devoting their lives to training young 
girls in the things of Christ, that each 
may be brought to a realization of her 
sinful condition and may accept Him as 
personal Saviour.

Let us 
heed the spiritual admonition, “Train up 
a child in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart from 
it” (Prov.

It has become trite to say that we are 
living in a chaotic age! This condition 
has been brought about, among other 
things, by the materialistic point of view 


_adopted. by educational philosophers of 


the past forty years. There are many 
who would point to the incompleteness 
and the inadequacy of modern educa- 
tional methods and would indicate their 
inability to measure up to the needs of 
today. Our civilization faces material 
and physical ruin. Our leaders know it, 
and the common layman knows it, but 
neither can see a way out.

Biblical Christianity is not antago- 
nistic to education; as a matter of fact, 
it is education’s best friend. The edu- 
cational program of the Word of God 
will meet all the needs of men and 
women, even in an age of impending 
disaster. It met the need two thou- 
sand years ago, and it can meet just as 
perfectly the need in any years that lie 
ahead. Christianity is now, as it has 
always been, the best friend of educa- 
tion. 

All true education must be founded 
upon the knowledge of Christ as per- 
sonal Saviour. The spirit of this knowl- 
edge should motivate all school activ- 
ities from academic to social, and it 
should foster a lasting delight in the 
truths of the Word. Armored with the 
Word, our youth can face the days that 
are ahead, “strong in the Lord,” their 
testimonies bright with use, and their 
lives a constant victory for Him, by His 
grace and to His glory. Such living 
will solve every problem of our day, 
and such living is the result of Chris- 
tian education — Christian in the truest 
sense of the word. Education that would 
mold lives for the richest use in His 
service now and for eternity must be 
based on the Bible. “Ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you 
free,” is the underlying principle of our 
philosophy of Christian education. 

In these days of increasing apostasy, 
thinking Christian parents are becoming 
more and more aware of the implica- 
tions of a public school education. To 
meet this need, God is raising up more 
and more Christian schools, where He 
is loved, His narne is honored, and H's 
Word is taught in such a way as to en 
compass the entirety of living. This 
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would seem to be a trust to Christian 
educators of our day, to hold fast and 
teach confidently at a time when no 
other one thing can mean so much to 
so many. Today we must train for lead- 
ership that is grounded in the Bible, 
and if He tarries, tomorrow’s sheaves 
will be brought in from the fields al- 
ready white to the harvest, We as Chris- 
tian educators in the Christian schools 
are standing with Christian parents and 
with Moses beside the Red Sea, listen- 
ing to our Father’s command to speak 
to them “that they go forward.” 

It is now more clear than ever before 
just how far afield our country has gone 
in education from the time-honored be- 
ginnings of our oldest institutions of 
learning. In those days education was 
based solely on the Bible, and the teach- 
ing of the Word was for one purpose 


-only—to prepare ministers to go out 


into this new country of the 1700’s and 
propagate the only safe philosophy of 
education. How can we disassociate the 
blessings our country has enjoyed from 
that fact? When we honored Him, He 
blessed us; but when we turned aside 
down the road to educational ruin, He 
withheld blessings from us in all phases 
of our living. 

It is time for Christian parents to take 
their children out of the realm of a 
philosophy that denies the Bible and 
place them in Christian schools that 
stand in the breach between moral fail- 
ure and the saving power of Jesus Christ, 
We here at Montrose School for Girls 
feel the tremendous responsibility that 
He has placed in our hands. A “Christ- 
centered” education, based on-the funda- 
mental truths of the Bible, is an integral 
part of each girl’s life. That “the fear 
of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom” 
is a truth early inculcated in each girl’s 
heart—it is the beginning of many 
girls’ learning to depend on the Lord. 

The Montrose School for Girls was 
founded in 1935, and began its ministry 
at Montrose, Pa. The present school and 
grounds were purchased in 1943.

Located in the beautiful, healthful 
North Jersey hills, Montrose has a beau- 
tiful campus of her own with attendant 
facilities. The main building is large, 
newly decorated, adequately equipped 
with classrooms, dormitories, recreation 
rooms, science laboratories, dining room, 
kitchen, and laundry. Faculty and staff 
members -live on the campus with the 
girls, making a valuable contribution to 
the homelike atmosphere which we 
sttive to maintain. The thirteen-acre 
campus surrounding the school consti-

tutes the largest acreage devoted exclu- 
sively to the education of girls in North- 
ern New Jersey. The beautiful grounds 
are well kept and studded with trees, a 
true country setting, yet very near to 
metropolitan New York. A fine athletic 
field provides many opportunities for 
clean, wholesome sport and recreation. 
In a naturally invigorating environment, 
the highest academic standards prevail, 
and fine opportunities for developing 
strong Christian character are inherent 
in every phase of school life. 

Besides the regular program of study, 
there are provided abundant opportu- 
nities for Christian fellowship and extra- 
curricular activity. Our club program is 
typical of that offered by a good board- 
ing school, but the life-saving plus is 
there—the way of salvation is shown 
in all activities.

Monthly Missionary Programs for the Year 


How you may stimulate prayer and giving for missions in your school 


O YOU observe Missionary Sunday 

once every month, and find it in- 
creasingly difficult to keep that service 
interesting, informative, and attractive? 
There is much to be learned, and it does 
take considerable work to secure the 
information needed. Missions are all too 
often presented as an abstract subject, 
with no human interest stories, or real 
personalities involved. Children are apt 
to know only that grown-ups sometimes 
go to the jungles of Africa to teach the 
“heathen” about God. 

In preparing a monthly program 
throughout an entire year, it is best to 
appoint a missionary committee, at the 
beginning of the Sunday school year, to 
take charge of the work connected with 
these monthly services. Theirs would 
be the task of securing information 
through the mission board with which 
their church is affiliated, and then plan- 
ning services to fit the needs of their 
particular group. Current issues of mis- 
sionary magazines, leaflets put out by 
missionary organizations, and personal 
letters from missionaries should give 
miany ideas. Usually a church will have 
at least one member who has a friend 
or relative on the field. It should have 
at least one missionary whose support 
is being undertaken. Correspondence 
with such a one can be very helpful, and 
could even provide material enough for 
one monthly program.

January, February, March.—For con- 
venience we will divide the year into 
quarters. Perhaps your church or Sun- 
day school has “love-offering” or “mite” 
boxes that are given out each quarter. 
It would be an excellent idea to utilize 
one three-month period to widen the in- 
terest and increase the giving. Learn, 
first of all, where the money goes from 
these boxes. Possibly it has never gone 
to any one person. or field, but is sent 
to a different place each quarter. Un- 
doubtedly the results would be more re- 
warding if the children (and adults) 
knew more about the need for their 
gifts, no matter how small. Perhaps this 
would be a good time to choose one mis- 
sionary, or one mission hospital, to which 
this money could be sent for the coming 
year. ‘i 

Having chosen this recipient, go to 
work. Study up on the subject. In our 
Sunday school the love offering gifts 
are at present being sent to a doctor 
who has established a leper mission in 
India. One month, recently, the pro- 
gram featured his life, and we thus came 
to know more intimately the person who 
was receiving our gifts. If at all pos- 
sible, write to the person chosen and ask 
him to describe his work, his hospital, 
his school, or his particular phase of 
work, along with his specific needs. This 
should give enough material for the 
second program of this quarter. 
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The third month, when the boxes are 
turned in (or whenever you do turn 
them in), make a special feature out 
of it. Impress upon the children the 
importance of giving. Chocse a simple 
illustration, using either raindrops or 
snowflakes, building your point around 
the fact that one raindrop accomplishes 
little, but the combined efforts of many, 
many raindrops can develop into a 
Niagara of power. To summarize, then 
—fi-st .monih, life of missionary who 
receives love offering gifts; second 
month, specific needs of recipient of 
gifts; third month, special feature with 
return of boxes. 

April, May, June—Is your Sunday 
school partially supporting four or five 
missionaries? If not, why not? There 
is- no better way to increase interest, 
attendance, and giving than through 
spreading out. Even if the support is 
only a dollar or two a month it is cer- 
tainly important to have it regular and 
definite. If you are already supporting 
a few missionaries use these three 
months to renew their acquaintance. 
Again make use of Uncle Sam’s postal 
system. Read up-to-date letters from 
your missionaries, and tell again the im- 
portant facts about their lives and work. 
Your missionaries will be on furlough 
sometime, and be sure to use this op- 
portunity to have them speak to the 
Sunday school. If one or two candidates 
are waiting to sail, have them visit and 
give a talk before they leave. Our Sun- 
day school has six missionaries on its 
list, and all but one have visited us at 
some time. 

If you are going to start this plan now 
you will probably choose missionaries 
sill on the “waiting” list. They are 
waiting for your support. -Write to the 
nearest Bible school or Christian col- 
lege, to your own denominational board, 
if it is a sound one, or to one of the 
independent faith boards, and secure 
names of missionary candidates whose 
prayers you may thus help to answer. 
Have. them come to one or more of these 
services, if possible, so that you may get 
to know them well before they leave for 
the field. 

July, August, September.—It is not 
necessary to have the whole year divided 
into quarters, and you might choose the 
summer months'’for miscellaneous pro- 
grams. One feature fcr these months 
is the “summer Christmas tzec.” Have 
a spccial procram devoted to Chris‘mzs 
— the Christmas of a mission stztion in 

lands afar. You may have a weck-night 
Christmas tree party, or a giving of gifts 
at.the Sundzy school service. You will 
be able to secure a list of things to give 
from ycur missionary correspondents. 
They include such articles as soap, paper, 
crayons, pencils, and the like.. This is a 
program that will bring joy to the hearts 
of our missionaries when Christmas rolls 
around and they find that needs of their 
work have been remembered. 
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If you used the Christmas tree in July, 
feature the life of a famous missionary 
for the August program. We all may 
derive inspiration from the lives of these 
great men of God. 

For your September program you 
might secure slides or moving pictures 
of a mission field, or a missionary’s life. 
These may be obtained from mission 
boards and are always. enjoyable and 
educational, 

October, November, December.—It is 
important to increase the knowledge of 
Sunday school and church members con- 
cerning the mission board with which it 
is affiliated. Why not use October’s 
service to give the history, doctrinal 
position, and working of this board — 
very briefly, of course. If possible, use 
a member of the board; this would make 
the service more interesting, but would 
be impossible if no member lived near 
enough. As an addition, or substitution, 
a special feature could be made by the 
introduction of a new missionary song, 
and a missionary Scripture passage to 
be memorized by the next service. This 
will take care of the November service 
also, since you may then feature the 
recitation and singing of these memo- 
rized assignments with small awards 
given to the ones who have completed 
the work. 

December is always a good time for a 
small dramatization. Through letters try 
to determine exactly what Christmas is 
like and how it is observed on a particu- 
lar field. Using this information, pre- 
pare a brief skit and coach the Inter- 
mediate Department in the presentation 
of it. You might call the program, 
“Christmas at Our Mission Station.’

hear God’s Word, so hungry are they 
for the Gospel. They have found that 
the things to which they once were 
attached have failed them. And it could 
yet be that our prosperous North Amer- 
ica may come under the chastisement 
of God that we may learn the vanity of 
our idols and the reality and the worth 
of God. 

A Christian minister who visited Ger- 
many before the war was shown over 
an institution of learning by an ardent 
young Nazi. When the minister asked 
the you‘h something about his religious 
faith, the reply was, “Der Fuehrer ist 
mein Gott.” We know what that exalta- 
tion of mortal man to the place of God 
did to Germany. Not long ago, the 
writer received a letter from a German 
prisoner of war, then in North Africa. 
After saying that a parcel sent his wife in 
Germany had reached her, he then said, 
“You will be more glad to know that 
I have lately found the Lord Jesus Christ 
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as my Saviour.” He then told of his 
recent conversion, and said, “Now I am 
happy, for the Lord is my’ Leader.” 
Remembering that the German word for 
leader is Fuehrer, note the contrast here. 
The fanatical young Nazi before the war 
cries,.“The Fuehrer is my god.” The 
disillusioned and chastened German 
prisoner, after the war, when turned to 
the Saviour, says, “The Lord is my 
Fuehrer.” In that contrast you may see 
the value of stern chastisement in bring- 
ing men to abandon their idols. 

But for the fullest deliverance from 
the fascination of its idols, the soul must 
see its Saviour. Disappointment helps to 
disillusion us. Chastisement spurs us to 
abandon our idols, but only as we find 
in Christ the true object of the soul's 
































































devotion is our idolatry really cured. It J 
is engagement with the charms of Christ 
that cures us of idolatry forever.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 


E miracles wrought by our 
blessed Lord when here on earth 


were not merely to gratify curi- 
osity or to arouse wonderment and ad- 
mjration in thes hearts of those who 
beheld or heard of them. All were for 
two very definite purposes: to minister 
to human need by alleviating suffering 
and wretchedness, and to attest His 
claims as the promised Messiah and Re- 
deemer (John 5:36). The prophets of 
old had predicted the advent of one who 
would do the very things that the Lord 
Jesus Christ did — things which no mere 
man ever had done or could do (Isa. 
35:4-6). John tells us that the record 
he made of many of the signs which 
Jesus did was in order that men might 
believe that He is the Son of the living 
God and that by believing they “might 
have life through his name” (John 20: 
30, 31). 

The Lord Jesus had no selfish ambi- 
tion, no desire to be heralded as a great 
wonder-worker or admired because of 
His remarkable superhuman power. 
Many times He commanded those healed 
by Him to say nothing to anyone rather 
than to blaze it abroad (Matt. 8:4). But 
where His mighty acts bore testimony 
to His Messiahship and His divine char- 
acter He bade men.consider these things 
and believe that He was indeed what 
He professed to be. 

His great heart of {ove was filled with 
compassion for those who were sick and 
suffering, and He delighted to meet their 


ors ont HE need by healing sick bodies, opening 


blind ‘eyes, giving new life to palsied

limbs, cleansing foul lepers, casting out 
demons who sought to control men to 
their destruction, and on at least three 
occasions bringing back to life those who 
had died. Thus He demonstrated His 
authority over disease, demons, and 
death, for He was in very truth the 
Christ (that is, Messiah) the Son of the 
living God. 
The Historical Setting 

The raising of the daughter of Jairus 
took place in Capernaum, where He was 
well known and where Jairus was a 
ruler in the local synagogue. This event 
occurred in the fall of A.D. 28. When 
John’s disciples came to Jesus somewhat 
earlier, when He was in another part of 
Galilee, John was shut up in prison and 
his disciples came to inquire if Jesus 
was indeed the Messiah, or was another 
to arise after Him, 


Verse by Verse 

Mark 5:22.—“One of the rulers of the 
synagogue, Jairus by name.” This man 
was evidently a believer in the mission 
of Jesus. He had heard Him preach in 
the synagogue and had seen His works 
of power. He was not among those who 
opposed our Lord because cf His heal- 
ing the sick on the Sabbath Day. 

Verse 23.—“My little daughter lieth at 
the point of death ,. . . come .. . that 
she may be healed.” ‘The distracted 
father’s plea was one of confidence in 
the compassion and ability of the Lord 
Jesus. He was certain that Christ could 
raise up the child he loved so tenderly, 
and he was not to be disappointed, al- 
though at first it seemed that all hope 
was Vain. 

Verse 35.—“Thy daughter is dead: why 
troublest thou the Master any further?” 


As the Lord Jesus Christ was on His 
way to the stricken home a servant came 
running to announce that it was useless 
to trouble the Lord any more as the 
little girl had passed away. Death to 
sthe servants and others attending was 
the end of all hope. How little they 
knew who it was who had come to de- 
stroy him that had the power of death, 
and who was Himself the resurrection 
and the life. 


Verse 36—“Jesus , . . saith . .. Be 
not afraid, only believe.” It was a word 
of new hope and promise even though 
it seemed that all was over. But faith 
can triumph over the most adverse cir- 
cumstances. 


Verse 37.—“He suffered no man te 
follow him, save Peter, and James, and 
John.” Upon arrival at the home Jesus 
took with Him the three. apostles, who 
so often shared His deepest interests, 
into the death chamber, that they might 
be witnesses, in after days, of His power 
over death. 


Verse 38.—“He . . . seeth the tumult, 
and them that wept and wailed greatly.” 
Already, in accordance with Oriental 
customs, the professional mourners and 
others had begun to weep and wail, be- 
moaning the early death of the darling 
of her parents’ hearts. But their grief 
was premature, for sorrow was soon to 
be turned into joy. 


Verse 39.—“The damsel is not dead, but 
sleepeth.” As in the case of Lazarus, 
later on, He had come to awaken her 
out of her sleep. His words. must have 
seemed utterly absurd to those gath- 
ered about that cold, little form, but 
in a few moments more she was to be 
awakened from that death condition and 
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given back to her parents in new life 
and health. 

Verse 40—“They laughed him to 
scorn,” so sure were they that death had 
done its dreadful work and there could 
be no recovery. But He banished all 
from the room where the little body 
lay, except the father, mother, and the 
three aisciples, who were to share in 
the joy and glad surprise that was about 
to follow. 

Verse 41—He said, “Talitha cumi,” 
Syriac for “Little one, wake up”; or, 
as translated in the text, “Damsel, I say 
unto thee, arise.’ “In the word of a 
king there is power,” and the King of 
life was there that day; so there was 
immediate response. 

Verse 42.—“Straightway the damsel 
' arose, and walked.” There was imme- 
diate response to the Saviour’s words. 
The child opened her eyes, the color 
came back into her face and strength 
into her limbs. She sat up, then step- 
ped to the floor, and, before the aston- 
ished eyes of all the little company, she 
actually walked. It was a marvelous tes- 
timony to the truth of Jesus’ Messiah- 
ship. 

Luke 7:20.—“Art thou he that should 
come? or look we for another?” Whether 
djghn the Baptist’s faith had begun to 
waver, as he lay apparently neglected 
and forgotten in prison while Jesus had 
not openly declared Himself as the King 
of Israel, or whether John sent his dis- 
ciples to Jesus that their own faith might 
be confirmed, we do not know. But their 
question gave the Lord an opportunity 
to assure them that He was indeed the 
promised one, the hope of Israel. 

Verse 21—“In that same hour he cured 
many of their infirmities.” Thus He 
demonstrated His power and so mani- 
fested the credentials of His Messiahship 
in an unmistakable manner, 

Verse 22.—“Tell John what things ye 
have seen and heard.” John’s disciples 
were bidden to return to their teacher 
and tell him what they themselves had 
witnessed of the words and ways of 


Jesus, thus giving positive proof that’ 


John had made no mistake in heralding 
Him as the one who came to baptize 
with the Holy Ghost and fire and who, 
coming after him, was preferred before 
him. 

Verse 23.—“Blessed is he, whosoever 
shall not be offended in me.” The humili- 
ation of Jesus was a stumbling block 
to many of the Jews and particularly to 
their leaders.

through Adam’s fall and was accentuated 
by the disobedience of men throughout 
the long centuries that had elapsed since 
that sad and tragic event.

The Busy Men's Corer 


By Tom M. Olson 


“I pray thee, come and lay thy hands 
on her, that she may be healed; and she 
shall live” (Mark 5:23).—The genuine 


_believer must believe in miracles; for 


the incarnation, transfiguration, death, 
resurrection, and ascension of the Lord 
Jesus Christ are the greatest of all mir- 
acles. If these are rejected, the whole 
Christian system falls to pieces like a 
house of cards. 

Each healing was a miracle on the part 
of the Lord Jesus. The cures were not 
few and. far between, for He “went 
about,” we read,’“in all Galilee, ... 
healing all manner of disease and all 
manner of sickness among the people. 
And the report of him went forth into 
all Syria: and they brought unto him all 
that were sick, holden with divers dis- 
eases and torments, possessed with 
demons, and epileptic, and palsied; and 
he healed them” (Matt. 4:23, 24, R.V.). 

“The Scripture miracles stand on’ a 
solid basis which no reasoning can over- 
throw. Their possibility cannot be de- 
nied without denying the very nature 
of God as an all-powerful Being; their 
probability eannot be questioned with- 
out questioning His moral perfections; 
and their certainty as matters of fact can 
only be invalidated by destroying the 
very foundations of all human testi- 
mony” (Bishop Van Mildert). 

Those who adhere to Hume’s dictum, 
that miracles are impossible because 
they imply the violation of natural laws, 
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either forget or ignore the fact that the 
most general law of all is, that God is 
always God—cannot act contrary to 
Himself —but can always act as God 
when He pleases. 

“If in a world of misery,” says J. N. 
Darby, “God was winning the confidence 
of men’s hearts to His goodness, what 
more credible than miracles? ie. ex- 
traordinary displays of power, sufficient 
to show God’s intervention, so that men 
might know not only that evil was not 
of Him, but that He had come to man’s 
help as good.” 

How different is that definition of 
miracles to those ordinarily given— 
even by scholarly men. Bernard Shaw, 
for example, in “Saint Joan,” says, “A 
miracle is an event which creates faith.” 
He means well in so saying, but the 
statement is very unsatisfactory —for it 
raises the question: “Faith in whom?” 
or, “Faith in what?” The scribes and 
Pharisees saw the Lord Jesus work 
many miracles, yet placed no faith in 
Him! They did not deny the miracles 
but attributed them to Beelzebub. 
Strange that they should have more 
confidence in the “prince of demons,” 
than in the “Prince of Peace,” of life, 
and of glory! (Mark 3:22.) Despite the 


fact that they had seen Him work 
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numerous miracles, they did not hesitate 
to say to Pilate, “He ought to die, be- 
cause he made himself the Son.of God” 
(John 19:7). 

Even such a great reasoner as Bishop 
Butler, in summing up his argument.on 
this subject, says, “However, the fact is 
allowed that Christianity was professed 
to be received into the world upon. the 
belief of miracles” and “that is what 
the first converts would have alleged 
as their reason for embracing it.” One 
wonders how the Bishop could arrive at 
such a conclusion, for not one disciple 
mentions miracles as the ground of his 
faith. 

Two of John’s disciples heard John 
speak, “and they followed Jesus.” They 
“abode with him that day” and came 
away confessing, “We have found the 
Messias” (John 1:35-41). Peter’s testi- 
mony is to the effect that he was “born 
again ... by the word of God” (1 Pet. 
1:23-25). James says, “Of his own will 
begat he us with the word of truth” 
(Jas. 1:18). And the Lord Jesus, speak- 
ing to His Father regarding His disciples, 
said, “I have given unto them the words 

. and they have received them, and 
have known surely . . . and they have 
believed” (John 17:8). Faith always 
rests on the Word (Rom. 10:17). 
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Where faith was founded only on mir- 
acles, the Lord did not own it. (See 
John 2:23, 24.) “As a matter of fact,” 
says Sir Robert Anderson, “while there 
is not recorded a single instance in the 
whole course of His ministry where 
faith appealed to Him in vain 
neither is there recorded a solitary in- 
stance where the challenge of unbelief 
was rewarded by a miracle. Every chal- 
lenge of the kind was met by referring 
the caviller to the Scriptures.” 

The special purpose of the miracles 
was to accredit the Teacher rather than 
the teaching. The Jews had a Scrip- 
tural right to expect that when their 
Messiah came, He would perform the 
miracles predicted by the Old Testa- 
ment prophets (John 5:36; Acts 2:22). 
So, although the miracles were marvel- 
ous ministrations to the needs of the 
people, they served at the same time 
as the credentials of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Once admit that the Lord Jesus was 
God manifest in flesh, and there will

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be no difficulty believing He raised 
Jairus’s daughter from the dead! 

“Art thou he that should come?” (Luke 
7:20).—This question and its answer re- 
veal the important fact that the Mes- 
siah must work such miracles as the 
Jews were led by their Scriptures to 
expect. The miracles which Jesus per- 
formed in the view of John’s messen- 
gers were those which Isaiah had pre- 
dicted the Messiah would perform when 
He came to earth (Isa.

That sounds fine, and it is fine; but 
eventually there comes into every life 
a baffling experience; it may be a seri- 
ous accident, a crushing sorrow, or a 
sore disappointment — something appar- 
ently without remedy, and we are really 
up against a situation we have not the 
power to cope with. Now there’s the 
place to “let go—let God.” 

This was the case with Jairus, a ruler 
of the synagogue. Jairus doubtless was 
a strong character, a man of eminence, 
or he would not have held such a posi- 
tion. He was trained in management 
and in handling “situations.” But now 
something came along that he had no 
power to deal with. His precious little 


‘ daughter was ill and at the point of 


death. The doctors had given up the 
case because it was beyond their medi- 
cal skill. The little girl must die. 
Jairus had heard about Jesus and the 
miracles that He had wrought. He may 
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have known Him personally—we do 
not know. But one thing was certain, 
Jairus believed in Jesus’ supernatural 
power, for when he ran and fell at the 
feet of the Great Physician, he en- 
treated, “Come and lay thy hands on her, 
that she may be healed; and she shall 
live.” Now that was great faith; but 
he was to be tested more severely yet; 
for no sooner had he started back to the 
bedside of his little daughter, accom- 
panied by Jesus, when there came a 
messenger from the sickroom, saying, 
“Thy daughter is dead: why troublest 
thou the Master any further?” That 
must have sent Jairus reeling back upon 
his heels; but Jesus quickly reassured 
him, saying, “Be not afraid, only be- 
lieve.” (Let go—let God!) Evidently 
Jairus did believe to the limit; for the 
whole matter ended gloriously, and that 
Jesus-trusting father had the joy of see- 
ing his daughter that very day sitting 
up, eating a meal! 

So fellows, there we have it in a two- 
word nutshell, given to us by the Lord 
Jesus, Himself: “Only believe”! Don’t 
be baffled; look who’s here. And when 
the problem is beyond your power, He 
is saying, “Only believe.” Don’t be 
afraid to .face baffling problems, but 
rather welcome them. They are your 
friends, because they introduce you to 
the very power of God, and the joy of 
victories you never dreamed of. Paul 
learned this secret with that “thorn in 
his flesh” (whatever it was) which he 
could not remove. And though he ear- 
nestly besought the Lord three times to 
remove it, it remained, while the Lord 
said to him, “My grace is sufficient for 
thee: for my strength is made perfect 
in weakness.” Then Paul triumphantly 
declares, “Most gledly therefore will I 
rather glory in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me” (2 
Cor. 12:7-9).

In one of my Education courses at the 
university, the professor began his lec- 
ture one day by saying, “The greatest 
Teacher of all said, ‘I am not come that 
they might have life, but that they might 
have it more abundantly.”” He went 
on to say that that is our job as teachers. 
We do not give the children life, but 
we must enrich their lives. A lot of 
what he said was good, but he had made 
a very serious mistake at the beginning. 
What was it? He misquoted the words 
of Christ. He read a “not” into the first 
part of John 10:10, and in so doing he 
missed thé whole point of the verse. 
Jesus said, “I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” Girls, do study your 
Bibles so that you can test everything 
by the Word of God. As far as I know 
I was the only person in that large 
class who knew that the professor had 
distorted the Word of God. I am sure 
it was unintentional on his part. No 
doubt he thought that that was the 
way the verse read. But what a 
tragic mistake! No one can live the 
abundant life in. Christ until he has re- 
ceived eternal life from Him in the first 
place. There is no life apart from Him. 

Every Christian has eternal life as a 
gift from God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord, but many fail to enjoy the more 
abundant life which He longs to bestow. 
Last week we learned, “He that soweth 
to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting.” As we follow the lead- 
ing of God’s Holy Spirit instead of obey- 
ing the lusts of the flesh, the eternal 
life within us will grow and develop 
until it permeates our whole being. 
How sad it is when that eternal life lies 
practically dormant within us while we 
When that is the case 
no one can tell whether we really be- 
long to the Lord or not, and He cannot 
use us in His service. 

What is the abundant life which the 
Lord came to give us? It is a life lived 
in fellowship with Himself. We begin 
it when we say to the Lord, “I turn over 
my life and myself and all that I have 
to Thee, in gratitude for what Thou hast 
done for me.” If we served the Lord 
day and night all the rest of our lives 
we could never begin to pay Him back 
for all that He has done for us. But 
because of what He has done, yielding 
ourselves to Him is the only reasonable 
thing for us to do (Rom. 12:1). 

After we have yielded ourselves to 
Him we must remember to meet with 
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Him every day in His Word and in 
prayer, so that our acquaintance with 
Him will grow. We will find that He 
is able to meet all our needs, those we 
know we have and those of which we 
are unconscious. He is interes*ed in 
everything that concerns us, and He 
wants to carry all our burdens, leaving 
us free to enjoy Him and to get more 
and more interested in everything in 
which the Lord is concerned. 

Our lesson today is called “Jesus 
Meets the Needs of People.” We are 
going to have six reports. First, Verna 
will tell us about the man of the tombs, 
The Lord Jesus saved him from the 
power of Satan, and so we find him 
clothed and in his right mind and sit- 
ting at rest instead of crying and cutting 
himself with stones. He has a real love 
for the Lord, too, shown by his desire 
to be with Him. The Lord can meet 
the need for a complete transformation. 
We would have supposed that this man’s 
fellow countrymen would have been de- 
lighted at the change in him and would 
have urged the Lord Jesus to stay in 
their country a long time. Did they? 
(Mark 5:17.) What a tragic thing! The 
Gadarenes begged the Lord Jesus to 
depart. 

Way back in Numbers 32 we find the 
people of the tribe of Gad asking Moses 
to allow them to stay on the far side 
of Jordan. This was definitely a worldly 
choice. It meant that the Jordan River 
would flow between their homes and the 
Tabernacle where the Lord dwelt among 
the Israelites. Dr. Scofield calls it “the 
choice of the world-borderers.” 

Mrs. Swain, in her book, “The Light 
of the Mcrning,” suggests that the Gada- 
renes’ asking Jesus to leave was the 
result of that sad choice made by the 
tribe of Gad about fifteen hundred years 
before. 

This is of real significance to us. If 
the Lord tarry, many of you girls will 
be mothers some day. If you are a 
worldly Christian, most likely your chil- 
dren will never be saved at all. Isn’t 
that a terrible thought! Think of the 
awful responsibility of bringing an im- 
mortal soul into this world to be lost 
forever! Oh, yield yourself wholly to 
the Lord now. 

Donna will tell us about Jairus’s 
daughter. Only Jesus can give life to 
the dead. 

Helen, tell us about the sick woman. 
Many doctors had failed on her case, 
but the Lord Jesus never had a failure. 

What need did you find in the multi- 
tude, Mary, and how did Jesus meet it? 

Gladys will tell us how the Lord Jesus 
met the need of the multitude for food 
when there was no available supply. 

Luke 7:22 tells how Christ met the 
needs of six different kinds of people. 
Rose will tell us about them. 

Do you see that there is no need that 
the Lord Jesus cannot meet? When I 
first learned “My God shall ‘supply all 
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your need,” I just thought of things like 
food, clothing, and shelter. He does 
meet the needs of our bodies, but the 
needs of our souls and spirits are just 
as real, and He meets them, too. We 
need friendship, fellowship, and guid- 
ance.

We need so many 
things, but He supplies all. How? “Ac- 
cording to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus.”

Topic and Scripture: 
A Day of Helpfulness (Mark 6:31-42) 


OW many of you can name the 

twelve disciples? Do you remem- 
ber what the Lord Jesus wanted them 
to do to help Him? (Review Lesson 8.) 
When they came back from their preach- 
ing trip, they were tired. So many peo- 
ple were crowding around the Lord all 
the time, wanting something, that there 
wasn’t a chance even to have dinner. 
The Lord knew what His helpers 
needed —a little rest from the crowds. 
So He planned for them to sail across 
the Sea of Galilee to a quiet country 
place. The boat pulled off. (Draw a 
rough oval for the Sea, and a little boat 
with a sail. An arrow may indicate the 
course of the boat across the Sea.) But 
the people did not want to lose the Lord 
Jesus. When they saw where the boat 
was headed for, they began to run 
around the end of the lake to the other 
shore. (Draw short vertical marks to 
represent people traveling around the 
end of the lake. A curving arrow out- 
side may indicate their movement.) 
As they passed little villages, more and 
more joined them, all wanting the Lord 
Jesus. (Continue marks of increasing 
quantity about the landing place.on op- 
posite shore. Erase boat, and resketch 
on opposite shore.) 

The Lord Jesus was sorry for the poor 
people. They were like the bad son, 
lost from their Heavenly Father. So He 
gave up His plans for a restful day, and 
taught the people many things. (Make 
larger mark of different color to repre- 
sent the Lord addressing the people.) 
Perhaps He told them the story of the 
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bad son and his loving father. Who 
will tell that story? Perhaps He told 
them how to treat people who were 
mean to them and teased them. Who 
will tell about that? (Review Lesson 9.) 

Late in the afternoon His disciples 
came and suggested that it was time to 
send the people home, so they could 
get something to eat before night. My! 
were they surprised at His answer, “Why 
don’t. you feed them?” “What, go and 
-buy, enough bread for all these folks! 
It would take a lot of money.” “How 
many loaves of bread do you have? Go 
and see.” When they checked up, they 
found there were only five loaves and 
two fish. John tells who brought that 
lunch (John 6:9). But what were five 
loaves for more than five thousand peo- 
ple? 

The Lord Jesus could help in many 
ways besides teaching people. He asked 
His disciples to seat the crowd in rows 
on the green grass. Then He took the 
bread and fish and asked God’s bless- 
ing. He broke the bread into pieces, 
and the disciples passed it around in 
baskets. Then the fish was distributed. 
Everybody had all he wanted to eat, and 
there was plenty left over. What strange 
things the Lord Jesus could do to help 
people! Nothing is too hard for Him. 

And so we, too, pray, “Give us this 
day our daily bread” (Matt. 6:11, Mem- 
ory Verse). He has many helpers: the 
farmers, the bakers, our fathers, our 
mothers. . Sometimes now He _ uses 
strange ways, too. Mr. George Mueller 
had a home for many orphans. One 
morning .there was no food left — and 
no money to. buy more food. But over 
the empty plates God’s blessing was 
asked.

day we hear about five thousand men 
who were hungry, besides many women 
and children.

Five 
minutes isn’t very much time; you can- 
not do much of anything in five minutes, 
But you try praying for five minutes 
each day, and see how God will bless 
you. Use five minutes each day learn- 
ing Bible verses, and see how many you 
will have in a year. Or spend five min- 
utes each day telling some child about 
the dear Lord Jesus who came to earth 
and died for him, and see how great 
God -will make the harvest of that five 
minutes.

and how few people know the truth 
concerning the results of prohibition 
during its earlier years. Here at Kes- 
wick Colony the effectiveness of pro- 
hibition was felt to such an extent that 
it seemed it might be necessary to 
close the Colony altogether so far as 
its original purpose was concerned. 
Prior to prohibition the Colony carried 
an average of thirty-five or forty men 
continuously and a waiting list which 
at times reached twenty, but within 
a few months after prohibition went 
into effect the number of: men in the 
Colony dropped down to an average 
of three. ere were periods of a 
month or six weeks during those days 
when absolutely no applications for 
admission were received. Later, follow- 
ing the wranglings in Government cir- 
cles concerning prohibition and the will- 
ful failure to enforce violations, there 
was a gradual increase in the number 
of men seeking our help. Within a 
few months after the repeal of prohi- 
bition there was a tremendous. increase 
in appeals for help and the number 
has steadily increased until today the 
Colony is filled to capacity (with fifty 
men), and for several years we have 
had a waiting list continuously. There 
are times when there are almost as 
many men waiting for an opportunity 
to come into the Colony as the num- 
ber being accommodated. 

According to the official records in 
the City of Philadelphia within a year 
and a half after the repeal of prohi- 
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bition the increase in deaths from alco- 
hol reported had reached 2,000 per cent. 

We still meet people who believe the 
propaganda paid for by the liquor in- 
terests that there was more drinking 
during the days of prohibition than to- 
day. We wonder how any thinking 
person could believe that, with brew- 
eries closed down and men having to 
transport liquor under cover, hidden 
away in suitcases and mixed .in with 
other commodities on trucks, men 
could carry on liquor business to the 
same extent that it is beire carried on 
today with hundreds of thousands of 
tremendous brewery trucks, with 
breweries enlarged and working at 
full capacity, and with the sale of 
liquor in multiplied taverns, taprooms, 
drug stores, grocery stores, railroad 
stations, and on almost every hand. 
Only the Evil One himself could so 
blind vp people to such evi- 
dences and facts. Hospitals and asy- 
lums are distressed over the problem 
of how to handle the greatly increased 
victims of alcohol. As a matter of 
fact, the wreckage from the drink 
habit has become so alarming that the 
liquor manufacturers are tremendously 
concerned and are spending thousands 
of dollars to help agencies to care for 
alcoholics. Satan is still the arch de- 
ceiver ! 

The Rev. David Waggoner, a veteran 
Presbyterian missionary to Alaska, whose 
experience covers the days before and 
during and since Prohibition, once said 
that he was convinced that if the Chris- 
tians in the United States could know 
the terrible effect of the repeal of the 
Prohibition Amendment upon the native 
Alaskans, he was sure they would do 
anything to restore Prohibition. 

There are wicked men who will not 


‘be restrained except by law. God has 


therefore made a place for civil law in 
the government of this world. Speaking 
of the ruler, Paul said, “For he is the 
minister of God to thee for good. But 
if thou do that which is evil, be afraid; 
for he beareth not the sword in vain: 
for he is the minister of God, a re- 
venger to execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil” (Rom. 13:4). Prohibition 
makes it much harder for men to obtain 
something which opens the way for 
every kind of sin. It is not always pos- 
sible to reach and change the heart of 
a murdérer or a thief, and therefore, to 
protect the community, his liberty to 
use the pistol, knife, and jimmy must 
be taken away and he must be put be- 
hind bars. No Christian would argue that 
this is a better method than changing 
his heart through the Gospel, but in 
many cases it is the only remedy that 
men can apply. So it is with Prohibi- 
tion. It helps to keep weak men from 
being turned into dangerous beasts, 
though it is infinitely better to change 
their hearts where that can be done, 
“Let every man be fully persuaded in 
his own mind” (Rom. 14:5). If a man is 
called to be an evangelist, and God is 
blessing his ministry, it would seem to be 
dangerous for him to turn aside into poli- 
tics, even in the interest uf Prohibition. 
Here the word of the apostle would seem 
to be applicable, “Let every man abide 
in the same calling wherein he was 
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called” (1 Cor. 7:20). We must pay 
attention to the gifts and calling of God 
(Rom. 12:6; 1 Cor. 12:4; Eph. 4:11),

AST week, the first of a series of five 
topics around the general theme, 
“Sharing My Faith,” brought us face to 
face with the fact that our own Chris- 
tian faith needs to be strengthened and 
clarified if we would successfully win 
others for the Lord Jesus Christ. This 
week, our topic directs our attention to 
the fact that, in a very large measure, 
Christianity spreads from one individual 
to another. Even in great revival meet- 
ings, personal work is responsible for 
the winning of a large number of the 
converts, and doubtless the number 
would be seen to be even larger if we 
could know of the individual contacts 
that had been made sometime before the 
meetings.

Now there is a very real sense, of 
course, in which our Christian faith can- 
not be shared. We cannot somehow 
transfer to another a part of our trust 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, or a part of 
our belief in His Word. Perhaps you 
have had someone say to you, when you 
were talking about the things of Christ, 
“I wish I could have a faith like yours,” 
and you have realized in your heart the 
futility of giving that one a part of your 
faith, much as you would like to do so. 
Nevertheless, there is also a sense in 
which we may share with another our 
knowledge about the Lord Jesus Christ 
and our knowledge of His Word, and 
thus create in his heart a hunger and 
thirst for the satisfaction and joy and 
peace and blessing which we have found. 
In this way, we may, indeed, share our 
faith.

Later topics in our series will deal with 
combined efforts to reach others for 
Christ, but in this week’s meeting we 
should endeavor to see how each of us, 
as individuals, may constantly be at 
work spreading the Good News. Doubt- 
less, you have heard some young people 
say that they do not know where to 
begin in the matter of soul-winning, or 
that they have no special qualifications 
for such work. This week’s meeting 
ought to leave no such excuses in the 
minds of any of the believers in your 
young people’s group. 
We saw last week that we cannot hope 
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to win others for Christ until we first 
know, and have a real faith in Him. We 
should not expect, therefore, any young 
people in our group who have made no 
personal acceptance of the Lord Jesus 
and no clear-cut profession of faith in 
Him to do anything about this matter 
of personal work. It can be done and 
must be done only by those who know 
Christ as their Saviour and Lord. 


And, there is one striking fact that 
will be true of all who really know Him 
and love Him, and desire to serve Him. 
They will want to tell others about Him, 
and to bring others into an acceptance 
of Him. If such a desire is lacking, we 
may well question the reality, or, at 
least, the healthfulness of our faith. 

If someone were to come to your home 
to live—one whom you soon learned to 
admire greatly and love, and whom you 
found willing to help you at every turn, 
and to provide countless good and beau- 
tiful things, you could not withhold the 
knowledge of such a one. from your 
friends. You would be proud and de- 
lighted to have others meet such a friend 
as this. You would talk about this friend 
constantly to others, 

If you were having difficulties in 
mathematics, and came across a book 
that made it so clear and plain and 
which was helpful to you in your studies, 
would you hide it away, and tell others 
nothing about it? Why, you would be 
recommending it to all your friends.

The River Jordan. By Nelson Glueck. 
(Westminster Press, Philadelphia 7; 
$3.50.) This fascinating account of the 
“earth’s most storied river” is written 
by one of the outstanding Near Eastern 
specialists of our time. Nelson Glueck 
spent years in Jerusalem as director of 
the American School of Oriental Re- 
search, and, during recent years, made 
a special study of the region of the Jor- 
dan Valley. A short time ago, he was 
made president of Hebrew Union College 
in Cincinnati. 

In a flowing style which carries one’s 
interest from chapter to chapter, Dr. 
Glueck deals with the sources of the 
River Jordan, its course down to the 
Sea of Galilee, then with the sixty-five 
mile airline stretch of the river, which 
actually wanders some two hundred 


e 
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miles to reach the Dead Sea (described 
in a chapter titled, “A Garden of God”). 
In succeeding chapters, the Transjordan 
area ‘and other regions connected with 
the Jordan Valley are considered. 

In a delightful way, the author weaves 
in the Biblical events and characters 
associated with this whole region. The 
conservative Christian would not agree 
with some statements, such as the refer- 
ence to the Biblical account of the 
Rephaim as “Biblical tradition” (p. 117). 
One wonders whether a possible impli- 
cation of evolution of religion. is sug- 
gested in the statement that Jephthah 
“was undone ... by his own primitive 
faith” (p. 102). 

On the other hand, Nelson Glueck does 
not hesitate to point out Biblical con- 
firmation when it comes to light. In the 
past, some scholars have doubted that 
Lot would have chosen the Jordan Val- 
ley (Gen. 13), since it is hot. and dry 
today. While Glueck does not go into 
this critical objection in detail, he clearly 
points out the general objection and 
the archaeological answer: “The Jordan 
Valley has been much maligned. It has 
generally been assumed that it has 
‘never been populous,’ that most of-the 
mounds in it ‘are probably the remains 
not of cities but of old brick fields,’ that 
towns have ‘always been few in the 
Valley,’ and that it has ‘deserved the 
name of Wilderness.’ Four main reasons

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state of affairs: intolerable heat, malig- 
nant malaria, wild beasts, and savage 
men. All these reasons are based upon 
superficial knowledge of the actual con- 
ditions in the valley” (p. 72). Then 
Glueck points out that he has spent 
months riding in the Jordan area, sleep- 
ing each night in a different Arab tent. 


’ He found that the Arabs stay there the 


year around, do not consider the heat 
intolerable, have no more malaria than 
those in other areas, and are not trou- 
bled by savage beasts or men. Glueck’s 
archaeological -researches showed the 
presence of over seventy ancient settle- 
ments. In view of all the evidence, he 
concludes, “Let there be no more prat- 
tle then of empty wilderness in the Jor- 
dan Valley. It would have been well if 
previous writers had first looked for in- 
formation about it in the annals of the 
Bible” (p. 73). 

One of the excellent features of the 
book is the large collection of over one 
hundred. photographs illustrating the 
Jordan and its surroundings. 


The Devotional Bible, Volume I, Mat- 
thew and Mark. (Concordia Pub, House, 
St. Louis.18; $3.) As part of its centennial 
program, the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and other 
states decided to prepare for its ad- 
herents a devotional Bible comparable 
to the great Altenberg Bible, which was 
first issued in 1676 and which, ninety 
years ago, was republished by the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Bible Society of St. 
Louis. Most commendably designed 
from the standpoint of format, the first 
volume of this new Bible contains in- 
cisive, heart-warming, thought-provok- 
ing meditations and prayers of a thor- 
oughly orthodox character. The work 
on the Gospel of Matthew has been done 
by Aldred Doerffer, that on the Gospel 
of Mark by M. F. Kretzmann. The issu- 
ance of this “Devotional Bible” is a 
praiseworthy undertaking which will 
assuredly achieve its announced purpose 
of stimulating a-more diligent and faith- 
ful reading of God’s Word. 


The Millennium. By D. H. Kromminga, 
(Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $1.50.) Published post- 
humously, this volume rounds out a 
study of eschatology begun in “The Mil- 
lennium in the Church.” While the 
earlier volume was largely historical, 
the present one is Biblical in its ap- 
proach. The author maintains his Re- 
formed view of the covenants in em- 
bracing post-tribulation premillennialism. 
As to the nature of the millennium, he 
concludes: “The millennium, taken in 
the sense of a distinct and still future 
period of history, cannot be placed prior 
to our Lord’s second advent but must 
follow upon His return” (p. 42). The 
function of the millennium is seen first 
as social, “. . . in which society changes 
from a homogeneous mass of nations, in 
the religious sense, to a society which is
